with a third "bo oster” shot later, 
can outdo nature in creating anti­ 
bodies to com bat polio. 
Dr. Salk, 39-year-old U niversity 
of P ittsburgh bacteriologist, gave 
his answ ers on every score to a 
few scientists who have suggested 
delaying the m ass vaccine tests on 
half a million or m ore children. 
These trials, scheduled to begin 
within a few weeks, m ust Ire m ade 
to see if the vaccine actually pro­ 
tects against epidem ics of polio, 
he said. The key question is wheth­ 
er antibodies in the blood a re the 
real defense, as all evidence so 
far indicates. 
Dr. Salk declared the vaccine is 
safe, potent, and can bt' plentiful.
